THE STATE ‘OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Epsom, in the County 
of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs. . 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall, in said 
Epsom, on Tuesday, the llth day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation of the same. 


3. To bring in your votes for the election of Delegates- 
at-Large, Alternate Delegates-at-Large, District Delegates, 
Alternate District Delegates to the National Conventions 
of the Democratic and Republican parties, to be held for 
the purpose of nominating party candidates for President 
and Vice-President of the United States. 


4. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of twenty-five hundred dollars for Federal Aid Con- 
struction. The State to give seventy-five hundred dollars. 


5. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of nine hundred dollars for Trunk Line Maintenance. 
The State to give twenty-seven hundred dollars. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provi- 
sions of Chapt. 117, Laws of 1917, on a section of the 
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Suncook Valley road, so called, and appropriate or set 
aside from the amount raised for highway work the sum 
of six hundred and fifty dollars for this purpose. 


7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of six hundred dollars for State Aid Maintenance, 
the State to give nine hundred dollars. 


8. To see if the town will vote to aecept State Aid 
on the Shoe Factory Bridge, so called, and take any action 
relating thereto. 


9. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day. 


10. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the observance of Old Home Day. 


11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of four hundred dollars for White Pine Blister Rust 
control. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to have the Public 
Library painted and repaired and make appropriation for 
same, 


13. To see if the Town will vote to equip the Public 
Library with a Card Indexing System and raise and make 
appropriation for same. 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of the Public 
Library. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a com- 
mittee on establishing a Town Forest, as recommended by 
the State Forester. 
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16. To see if the Town will allow a discount on taxes 
paid on or before July first. 


17. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

Gentlemen :— — 


In accordance with the terms of an agreement executed 
between the town of Epsom and the New Hampshire 
Forestry Commission, we are herewith submitting the 
report of work conducted in your town during 1923 in the 
control of the white pine blister rust. 


OBJECT OF UNDERTAKING 


This work was undertaken for the purpose of continu- 
ing the removal of currant and gooseberry bushes, which 
are the only means of preventing the spread of the Blister 
‘Rust disease. 

There is attached herewith a map of the town of Epsom 
upon which has been indicated the control areas of 1923 
and those of the previous years. In addition to this some 
private work has been shown by means of another color 
and small black triangles were employed for the purpose 
of giving the approximate location of all pine infections 
so far located in Epsom. 

The Forestry Department has made a policy of con- 
sulting thru its Agent, town officials and others in con- 
nection with local Blister Rust control. Conforming to 
this policy the County Blister Rust Agent, Mr. King, 
interviewed all the members of the board several times 
before, during and after the completion of control work 
in Epsom. In such interviews the question of the location 
of the proper control areas was discusseed, methods to be 
employed and the possibility of securing local labor. 
While eradication work was underway an effort was made 
to have local people come out into the woods and watch 
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the state crew at work. Unfortunately but little success 
attended this endeavor as but one person, Mr. Geo. Haynes, 
visited the crew. However, checking of the crew work 
was done by the chairman of the board, Charles M. Steele, 
with Mr. George H. Haynes, and the Blister Rust 
Agent. 

Blister Rust displays were placed in Short Falls and 
Gossville thru the courtesy of the local store-keepers. 
During the course of control work and at two commu- 
nity meetings, 125 had the opportunity of having Blister 
Rust work explained to them. One of the outstanding 
features of the 1923 control measures is found in the 
large amount of pine infection which was turned up 
thruout the locality where currant and gooseberry bushes 
were removed. A total of 523 pine infections were located 
on the area worked last season. This fact demonstrates 
beyond all question the necessity of removing currant and 
gooseberry bushes thruout and around white pine areas, 
for had these bushes been allowed to remain the infection 
already underway would have increased each year until 
the situation would have become hopeless. The following 
financial statement indicates the necessary expenditures 
involved in the 1923 work.

PLANS FoR 1924 


In view of the general distribution of Blister Rust in 
Epsom, the Forestry Department feels it is very important 
that the work of destroying currant and gooseberry bushes 
should be continued until all pine areas in the town re- 
celve similar ‘protection. It recommends that an article 
be inserted in the Town Warrant calling for $400.00. The 
State will increase this sum 25 percent. thus giving a total 
of $500.00 for control work. Free supervision, as formerly, 
will also be given by the State. 

It is suggested that this report be read at Town Meeting 
and also such portions as the Selectmen deem advisable 
be published in the Annual Report of the Town.

Chapter 16, Laws of 1901 as amended,: 1915, 


Sect. 2. Whenever any person knows or has reason to 
believe that any member of his family or household 
(boarder, roomer, or visitor) has either smallpox, *diph- 
theria, membranous croup, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, 
measles, or any other malignant communicable disease, 
he shall, within twenty-four hours, if no physician is in 
attendance, give notice thereof to the local board of health 
of the town or city in which he resides, and such notice 
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Shall be given either verbally to one of the health officers, 
or by a communication addressed to the board of health 
and duly mailed within the time specified. 

Other communicable diseases, not named above, that 
should be reported are: Chicken Pox, German Measles, 
Influenza, Mumps, Pneumonia, all forms of Tuberculosis, 
and Whooping Cough.

In addition to the financial statement, the school board 
desires to submit at this time the following report: 

According to the school census taken by Mr. F. W. 
Yeaton, there are enumerated in the town between the 
ages of five and sixteen years, 59 boys and 59 girls, mak- 
ing a total of 118. 

It will be seen from the table of school attendance 
that the problem of absence and tardiness is still a very 
serious one. Although there may often be a good ex- 
cuse for non-attendance, and we think there are com- 
paratively few cases of genuine truancy in our town, we 
do believe it a deplorable condition that during the school 
year 284 cases of tardiness have been recorded, an in- 
crease of more than a hundred over the previous year. 
As this necessarily must interfere with the best work of 
our schools we strongly urge the co-operation of all 
parents in an endeavor to remedy this condition. 

Three pupils completed the eighth grade work last 
June and received diplomas at their own schools where 
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appropriate exercises were held. The graduates were > 
Arthur G. Huckins and Richard G. Worth at Short 
Falls, and Kenneth A. Reid at New Orchard. 

We are pleased to learn that all these boys are con- 
tinuing their studies in more advanced schools this year. 

During the summer vacation various minor repairs 
were made at all the schoolhouses. The Gossville school- 
house was shingled, as was also one side of the Center 
schoolhouse and the wood-shed. Hyloplate blackboards 
were placed in the New Rye and Gossville schoolhouses. 
As the stove at Short Falls failed to heat the room prop- 
erly a new one was purchased to take its place. The 
old stove was taken to New Orchard to replace one 
there which was unfit for use. New flags were provided 
for each school. 

Owing to the removal of five pupils from the North 
Road district, and also because no provision was made 
at the annual meeting for necessary repairs on this: 
schoolhouse, no school was opened there. Four pupils are 
conveyed from this district to the Center, and four others 
in the extreme northerly part of the town are attending 
the South Pittsfield school as has been the custom for 
several years. 

Messrs. B. M. Towle and George E. Huckins were chosen 
by the school board to assist in the work of re-modeling 
the school building at Gossville. Mr. James N. Pringle, 
Deputy Commissioner of Education visited Epsom, where 
he inspected and approved plans for an addition to the 
schoolhouse. The plan as followed reduced slightly 
the size of the original room by cutting off a space at 
the left for a corridor. A door at the upper end of this 
opens at the rear of the schoolhouse. Each schoolroom 
has two doors opening into the corridor, Windows for 
lighting are on one side only as provided in the specifica- 
tions for approved schoolhouses. Ventilating windows 
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are placed at the right side of the new and at the rear 
of the old room, respectively. For sanitary reasons it 
was thought best to provide modern toilet facilities. Con- 
sequently, closets installed in the basement are connected 
with a septic tank. Twenty-four adjustable single seats 
were purchased for the new room in which the four lower 
grades are being taught. 

Through the generosity of Mr. C. 8. Hall the play- 
ground is to be considerably enlarged by additional land 
at the rear of the building. This will be available as soon 
as the land can be enclosed by a suitable fence. We hope 
this may be done early in the coming spring. 

We wish to take this means of publicly expressing our 
appreciation and gratitude to Mr. Herbert W. Colby, 
who furnished plans for the building, also to the many 
citizens and out-of-town friends through whose interst 
and loyal co-operation we have secured much help.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To thé School Board and Citizens: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report of the 
schools of Epsom. 

There were maintained during the year five schools, 
for a school year of thirty-six weeks. There was one 
change in the teaching force. Miss Edith Robinson re- 
signed and Miss Scribner took her place. 

The principle upon which our nation was founded— 
that of equal rights and equal opportunities to all, is’ 
the principle upon which our present school law was 
enacted by the legislature in 1919, namely: ‘‘that every 
child of school age in the State should be furnished 
opportunities, as nearly equal as possible, to obtain a 
common school education and should be compelled to 
avail himself of those opportunities.’’ 

School officers, state and local, are working to ac- 
complish this end. 

Equal opportunities for the education of children, in 
the rural schools are slow of attainment. 

The children of the city and large village attend school 
in a comfortable, sanitary, well-heated and well-lighted 
building with modern toilet rooms; taught by well- 
trained teachers, in classes large enough to arouse en- 
_thusiasm, and are given facilities that modern progress 
has provided. | 

The children of the rural communities assemble in a 
one-room schoolhouse having no modern heating, venti- 
lating and toilet facilities; taught for the most part 
by inexperienced and untrained teachers to whom is 
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given the entire range of elementary subjects, to be 
taught to small groups of pupils, and in many schools 
with only one or two pupils in some of the grades. 

The problem of securing well-trained teachers for the 
rural school is perhaps the most difficult. Persons having 
completed high school and normal school courses are am- 
bitious to obtain positions in village and city schools 
where they may earn larger salaries, have modern school 
conveniences, live in a home having modern improve- 
ments, and have opportunity for enjoying the benefits 
received from libraries, entertainments, fraternal organ- 
izations, and church associations. 

Too often the boarding place in rural communities is at 
such a distance from the schoolhouse as to cause incon- 
venience and more or less hardship for the teacher. In 
some localities it is difficult to find a boarding place, and 
then the reason given for taking the teacher is that they 
want the school kept open. 

The comparative low salary the teacher receives, and 
the corresponding low board she can pay, offers no 
financial inducement to board her, but it shows the public 
spirit of the one who is willing to accept the teacher as a 
boarder. . 

I am in favor of a one-room school, it may be owing to 
my early training in one, but I am in favor of a one-room 
school taught by a _ well-trained, well-paid, contented 
teacher, in a comfortable modern schoolhouse, with a 
pupil enrollment large enough to arouse enthusiasm in 
both teacher and pupil, in a community willing to co- 
operate with the teacher in having a good school. 

There are 722 one-room schools in New Hampshire, and 
to keep these schools open it appears that these com- 
munities ought to furnish from their midst, teachers for 
these schools and a comfortable home for the teacher 
located near the schoolhouse. 
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TEACHERS’ MEETINGS 


The teachers’ meetings held during the year have been 
well attended by the teachers, who have shown interest 
in this line of educational work. At one meeting there 
were thirty-one present, when the keeping of the register 
was explained and the school law discussed. At another 
meeting thirty-two teachers and six members of the 
school boards were present. 

At this meeting Dr. E. W. Butterfield discussed the 
educational changes in the state in the last seven years, 
and Miss Bernice Batchelder of Massachusetts spoke on 
the subject of reading. 

The talks of both speakers were exceedingly interesting 
and instructive. 

The teachers and school boards of the Union have 
.formed a Teachers’ Association and have already held 
one meeting and have voted to have at least four meetings 
a year. The next meeting is to be held February 9th at 
Hooksett No. 4 school. The public is cordially invited 
to attend these meetings. 

I wish to emphasize the benefits derived from teachers’ 
meetings. They are the best known means of giving 
efficiency and harmony to a system of instruction and for 
securing unity of method. They offer an incentive for 
broader and more, thorough study of school interests 
and duties. | | 

I would recommend to the school board that they grant 
time for these meetings, considering the teacher’s at- 
tendance upon these meetings part of her school duty. 


ATTENDANCE 


In some of the schools the attendance was not com- 
mendable. 
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Several boys and girls who have graduated between 
the ages of 14 and 16 have been denied the privilege of 
working in manufacturing establishments because they 
did not attend school three hundred half-days as re- 
quired by law. The law covering these cases reads as 
follows: 

‘*Such (school) record shall certify the child has regu- 
larly attended the public schools, or private schools ap- 
proved as such, for not less than three hundred half-days, 
as shown by the school register, during the year previous 
to the arriving at the age of fourteen, or during the year 
previous to applying for such school record, and whether 
he is able to read understandingly and write legibly, 
simple sentences in the English language.”’ 

If parents would visit the school which their children 
attend they would get an accurate knowledge of the 
affairs in the school room, the standing of their children 
in their classes, and of the problems which confront the 
teacher. These visits would display an interest on the 
part of the parent in the work-a-day doings of the school 
and a willingness to co-operate with the teacher. These 
visits also ought to decrease tardiness, absence and 
truancy. 

Most of the teachers have been faithful and have done 
commendable work, 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation for 
your hearty co-operation and assistance.
